refused him. 


The question of emigration is at- 


tracting considerable attention in Italy 
at present, as public opinion is alarm- 
ed at the drain which It constitutes 
upon the male population of Southern 
Italy. Yet, according to a very inter- 
esting report, drawn up by Dr. L. Vil- 
laro, who has been commissioned by 
the Italian government to Investigate 
the condition of the Italian emigrant, 
in some parts of the United States the 
poor Italian laborer's lot is not such 
as the Calabrian peasant need envy. 


Dr. Vlllari points out that the fore- 


man is practically an autocrat, a:wl 
seldom a benevolent one, ^maintaining 
discipline by the stick or the revolver, 
and usually backed up by the company 
which employs him. He describes the 
so-called peonage, which exists in 
some places, by which the foreman 
lock up Ihe workmen at night to that 
they, cannot escape, and have them 
guarded 
by armed watchmen 
and 


"shadowed" by detectives of the worst 
stamp. The account which the author 
gives of justice as meted out to the 
emigrant deserves the attention of 
the American authorities. Still, in 
spite of all these things, the tide of 
Italian emigration continues to set 
steadily towards the United States, 
while the Italian Red Sea Colony at- 
tracts practically no one.
